It differs from a "heart at¬ 
tack” in that circulation to 
a portion of the heart muscle 
is actually obliterated in the 
ca.se of a heart attack. 

Properly treated, a patient 
with angina pectoris may 
live a long and fruitful life. 
A great deal can be done to 
prevent and alleviate the 
chest pain and alleviate the 
development of coronary 
thrombosis or occlusion 
(heart attack). 

Q- —Please discuss the con¬ 
dition known as ‘‘upside 
down stomach.”—D.E. 

A.—This type of hernia is 
usually due to a congenital 
defect in the opening be¬ 
tween the chest and the ab¬ 
domen through which the 
esophagus passes to the 
stomach. A part of the stom¬ 
ach sometimes herniates 
through this opening into 
Ihe chest causing what is 
known as a hiatus hernia. 

This is a very common con- 
dition and is found frequent¬ 
ly during the course of X-ray 
studies of the stomach. Only 
occasionally does it cause 
enough trouble to require 
treatment. When treatment 
is neces.sary the hernia can 
ho repaired. The repair is 
approached either through 
the abdomen or the chest, 
depending on conditions in 
the individual case, 

Q. —Can you offer any ad¬ 
vice for my aging father's 
forgetfulno.ss?—M.J. 

A.—Forgetfulness is a con¬ 
dition so common with aging 
that it becomes accepted as 
nearly normal. Excluding 
.serious diseases and acci¬ 
dents, it is usually the result 
of one or all of three com¬ 
mon conditions; 

1. Cerebral arteriosclerosis 
and small strokes. 

2. Changes in association 
pathways in the brain. 

3. The working of Thorn- 
dyke's Law: ‘‘W i t h i n an 
hour, 90 per cent of what 
older people read or hear is 
forgotten, because of mental 
laziness and habit.” 

Naturally, the best ther¬ 
apy for this is the continu¬ 
ous use and exercise of the 
brain, especially in new 
fields. However, combina¬ 
tions of the classes of nico¬ 
tinic acid, cerebral vasollda- 
tors, and certain anabolic 
agents now available may 
be of considerable help if 
taken properly over a long 
period of time.

Gov. Edmund G. Brown’s 
legislative program moved 
ahead with startling speed 
this week as he prepared to 
sign five new bills into law. 

Passage of the five bills 
brought to 10 the number o^. 
legislative proposals made’ 
by the governor which have 
been approved by the State 
Assembly and Senate. 

Most far-reaching ot the 
new bills ready for Gov. 
Brown’s signature was one 
authored by Assemblyman 
William A. Munnell (D.), 
Los Angeles, killing Cali¬ 
fornia's 46-year-old system 
of cro.ss-filing. 

Signing of the bill will 
eliminate the practice under 
which a political candidate 
could run on the ballot ot an 
opposition party. This often 
resulted in the candidate's 
capturing both nominations.

1. A bill authored by As¬ 
semblyman Thomas M. Rees 
(D), Beverly Hills, and Sen.

2. A oill authored by As- 
sembl.vman Robert W. Crown 
(D), Alameda, at Brown’s re¬ 
quest, permitting the elec¬ 
tronic tabulation of ballots. 

3. A bill authored by As¬ 
semblyman Augustus F. 
Hawkins (Dl, Los Angeles, 
providing for medical care 
for the needy disabled, al.so 
introduced at the governor’s 
requese. 

4. A bill authored by As- 
.semblyman Jesso M. Unruh 


(D), Los Angeles, at Brown’s 
request, curbing excessive 
interest charges and goug¬ 
ing tactics in installment 
purchases.
